houses lo per cent. This is the 
wickedest sell-nut ever perpe- 
trated upon the coinmou people 
and it should be resented by 
them in forever withholding any

■ sanctioned it. The Times has ten 
times the respect for the insur- 
ance companies that it has for 
the representatives of the State
